Nelson township, died at 
mid night, Thursday April 2nd. at his 
home five and a h ilf milessouthwest of 
Dixon, on the Harmon road, from an 
asthmatic affection from which he has 
suffered for a number of years. 
Mr. W a 1 ke r w as o f G erm an a n cest ry, 
b it born in Somerset county, Pennsyl­ 
vania, March 19, is,12, and was conse­ 
quently in the hath year of his age at 
the time of his death. 
He was educa­ 
ted iu the common schools of his na­ 
tive village, where he resided until 27 
years of age. 
When but twenty he 
married Mi-s Joanna Fricca, a nut:ve 
of Holland, a few months his junior, 
and who, with their three children— 
Hiram P., of Nebraska: Sadie E., wife 
of John G. Winters: and Miss Miuorva 
survive him.
